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PREFACE 


The titles in this volume have been arranged to supply, under various 
headings, a chronological record of the interest in John Milton and his 
works from the year 1800 to 1928, inclusive. Originally, the end in view 
was to survey only literary and critical documents of that period, but 
it soon appeared that in the editions of Milton was lodged much of the 
most valuable material. Even the simpler school editions of Paradise Lost 
and brief articles showing slight originality have been included as evi- 
dences of the condition of public taste. Many of these trivial items have 
a value for students of historical and literary tradition; for such persons 
rather than for the true bibliographer the work should have a definite 
usefulness. It is intended to serve such ends of scholarly research as are 
met in other fields by Carpenter’s Reference Guide to Edmund Spenser 
and Northup’s Bibliography of Thomas Gray, forming a bridge of refer- 
ence material between the encyclopedic footnotes of eighteenth-century 
editions and the classed bibliographies now issued annually by institu- 
tions and societies. 

Financial assistance has been forthcoming from the General Education 
Board, the University of Chicago, and the American Council of Learned 
Societies. The invaluable aid from these sources is gratefully acknowledged. 
Many individuals have turned in stray items, and ofdcers of various libra- 
ries have been most helpful. In the final operations of preparing the ma- 
terials for printing, Mr. George A. White, of the Graduate School of the 
University of Chicago, has given faithful and able service.

II. COLLECTED WORKS: PROSE AND POETRY 


Though a few issues of both the prose and poetical works have ap- 
peared in uniform format, these collections do not contain all the known 
Milton material. Interest in the full body of Milton’s prose has never been 
such as to warrant commercial ventures more extensive than that of the 
'‘Bohn Library” Milton, which has an incomplete and uncritical text. 
Now, however, the Columbia University Press is ready to produce in full 
both the prose and poetry. The purpose of the American scholars work- 
ing imder Professor Frank A. Patterson as general editor is to present 
faithful representations of the seventeenth-century texts and also all 
variants from editions issued during the lifetime of Milton. No notes on 
allusions or background will be given. A few letters hitherto unpublished 
are to be included, but the greatest significance of the Columbia Uni- 
versity Milton will lie in its presentation of all the known documents with 
their original spelling and punctuation. Students of seventeenth-century 
language will possess a new tool for examination and explanation of 
English word-forms. Later editors of Milton may profit as well through 
having this material during the preliminary stages of work on their critical 
texts. It is expected that the first volumes will appear before the present 
comment is printed.
